Such ft so- 
lution costs ton dollars an ounce, undonly 
few drops are necessary. Cocaine h«s, how 
ever, the same effect upon all parts of the 
mucous membrane, and Its use Is extending 
If, for instance, a auiall gi*ln be placed upon
